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BLESSING THE OILS. 


Archbishop Keorick Takes Part in Two 
Services To-Day. 


Maundy Thursday was ushered in this morn- 
ing at St. John’s Church, Sixteenth and Chest- 
nut, by Archbishop Kenrick, who at 6 o’clock 
performed the ceremony of consecrating the 
gacred oils. There were present also Very 
Rev. Father Janssen, administrator of the 
Alton diocese, which, since the death of 
Bishop Baltes, bas secured its oils in St. 
Louis. Father Janssen was archdeacon, 
and the: ceremony being private, the 
only others present were Fathers Hen- 
nessy, Tihen and Ortel. The archbishop 


wearing the pallium, which he only uses on 
the most selemn occasions, appeared in excel- 
lent health, and never seemed fatigued during 
the entire service. The ceremony was very 
simple. Ou a table on the gospel side was the 
pontiticale and two wax candies.

The vase containing the oll of the 
sick was brought up by two priests and 
blessed, which was done by the archbishop 
exorcising the oils and breathing upon them, 
the clergy exhaling upon them also. The arch- 
bishop washed his hands and continued the 
mass till the post communion, when he again 
took his seat at the table and blessed the 
chrism and the oil of catechumens. 

At3this afternoon, at St. John’s, occurred 
the impressibly unique foot-washing service, 
in which the venerable archbishop again offi- 
ciated with no apparent relaxation of physical 
vigor. He was assisted by Ver 
Rev. : 2 Brady, Vicar-Generai, 
with Father Hennessy as deacon, and 
Father Tihen as sub-deacon. Thirteen 
orphans from St. Joseph's Asylum were se- 
lected for the honor, which is the outgrowth 
of the Savior’s washing of his disciple’s feet. 
Father Hennessy sung the gospel, following 
which the Archbishop proceeded to each child 
in turn, pouring the water over tb ht foot.

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-MORRISSEY GUILTY. 


VERDIOT OF THE JURY IN THE UNITED 
STATES COURT THIS ATFERNOON, 


——_" 


The Second of the Notorious Election Fraud 
Cases Closed This Afternoon—The Argu- 
ments of Counsel—Judge Brewer's 
Charge to the Jury—Peter Colgan Pleads 
Gullty—Detalis and Incidents of the 
Trial. 


For two hours ex-Delegate Peter R. Morris- 
sey sat in the United States Circuit Court to- 
day listening to vehement denunciations and 
spirited defenses of his conduct at the election 
November 2, 1886. His attorneys argued to the 
jury the abscene of criminating proof in the 
volume of testimony presented by the State, 
but it was generally felt through the audience 
that they were making little headway. The 
evidence for the prosecution outweighed the 
case made by the defense. 

When the Government closed the case 
against Morrissey yesterday the defense 
offered an instruction to acquit on the ground 
that the evidence did not show that any of the 
bogus ballots were cast for Congressman, and 
that the case was consequently not brought 
within the jurisdiction ofthe Federal Court. 
This instruction was refused and Mor- 
rissey owas placed upon his defense. 
His attorney, C. M. Napton, asked to be 
sworn, and submitted to the jury a paper on 
which the witness had written George Hox- 
ley’s name after Hoxley had signed it, This 
was offered to affect the testimony of James 
C. Broadwell, who identified Morrissey’s sig- 
nature, but who, the defense claimed, was 
confused about the Hoxley signatures. 

Wm. Barke, a deputy sheriff, who acted as 
judge at Precinct 7 last November, testified 
thatheand Laughlin had signed the returns 
at the City Hall, and not at the polls as Kisse- 
nich had stated. 

P. J. Laughlin, the other clerk, testified 
that he went to the City Hall with Burke, and 


that it was there that he signed the poll- 


books. : 
Henry Dawes, who boards at No. 632 South 


Broadway, Morri ssey’s house, was placed on 
the stand and swore that he knew Andrew 
Bury and Mike Doherty, who had boarded at 
the number from which they had 
been registered September. He 
had slept in the same room with 
Bury, had never asked him where he worked. 
The witness was under the impression that 
Bury was a carriage painter by trade, but 
could not give any address where Bury had 
worked. @ was not acguainted with 
Doherty and only met him occasionally at 
meals. The witness was cross-examined at 
length x the Government. When he was 
excused the defence rested. The prosecution 
did not desire to enter any rebuttal evidence. 
The case was accordingly closed and the jury 
was discharged until this morning. 


THE ARGUMENTS. 

This morning the Court allowed each side 
one hour in which to argue the case of Peter 
R. Morrissey. District Attorney Bashaw 
opened for the government. He said there 
were two indictments against the defendant, 
in the first of which there were four counts. 
It was charged that Morrissey bad entered 
on the registration books the names of 
Andrew Bury, Mike Doherty and George and 
Robert Hoxley as the names of qualified 
voters in the Seventh Precinct, whereas the 
parser were not voters. The Hoxleys had 

een produced and swore that they had never 
applied to Deputy Recorder Powers for regis- 
tration, and that they had not made the en- 
tries inthe book appearing as their registra- 
tions. The only testimony concerning Bary 
and Doherty was that given by the 
boarder from Morrissey’s house, who said 
he knew a man named Bury and 
Doherty, but could give no address 
or fact which the Government could contra- 
dict as the witness said that he knew none of 
Bury’s or Doherty’s associations or where 
they bad worked. Mr. Bashaw dwelt upon 
the fact that although the witness had slept in 
the same room with Bury for months he knew 
very littie concerning the man. 

The District Attorney was followed by 


: R. GRAHAM FROST 
one of the attorneys for the defense, who de- 
cried the evidence given by Broadwell, who, 
he said, probably had no kindly feelings for 
Morrissey, asthe defendant was one of the 
members of the House of Delegates who voted 
to oust Broadwell from the clerkship. 
Mr. Frost consumed three-quarters of the 
hour allottedto him commenting onthe ab- 
sence of proof with which the Government 
could have indisputably estalished facts which 
they now askthe jury to accept by inference. 
He repeated his argument on the absénce of 
evidence to showthat the conduct charged 

ainst the defendant affected the federal 
election. 

Mr. Dyer followed and closed for the gov- 
ernment with a severe arraignment of the tes- 
timony offered by defense, to contradict the 
evidence of old man Kessenich. He said that 
he had examined Burke and Laughlin at great 
length, because they were called touching an 
important pointin the case. They had sworn 
that at the close of the poli they put the books 
in the bailot-boxes, sealed them and went to 
the Oity Hall, where the seals were broken by 
the Recorder. Mr. Dyer then read the law, 
showing that the Recoeder had no right to 
break the seal, and that their evidence 
that they had signed the books there 
when their attention was called 
to it was to éxplain why Morrissey’s name 
does not even now appear in the list of judges. 
Mr. Dyer charged that it was not an innocent 
Omission, but that Morrissey knew that the 
showings were false, and shrewdly attempted 
to evade all legal liability by not signing the 
false return, although he directed Kessenich 
where to sign it, and erased his name when he 
placed it on the wrong line. Attheconclusion 
ofthe arguments Judge Brewer summed up 
the evidence in substance as follows: 


THE SUMMING UP. 

The government has presented two indict- 
ments, charging the defendant in the first with 
impersonating four different persons and 
registering in their names. Each count names 
one person. The offense charged is substan- 
tiallythat the defendant went to the register. 
ing officer and assumed to be the parties. 
That’s the offense charged in the first indict- 
ment. 

The second indictment contains six counts, 
the third and fifth of which we withdraw from 

our attention. In that indictment the of- 

ense charged is that he, being a judge of 

election, received a vote purporting to be the 
vote of Andrew Bury when he knew that no 
such man was entitled to vote. It carries the 
idea that sitting as judge of election he sawa 
man coming up as Andrew Bury when he 
knew there was no such map. 

He is presumed to be innocent, and before you 
are justified in re verdict of guilty you 
must be satisfied from the testimony in this 
case, and from that alone, beyond any reason- 
able doubt, that he is guilty as charged. It is 
not necessary that direct testimony be fur- 
nished. Itis not necessary that the govern- 
ment shall produce a man who saw the 
shooting, if a defendant is charged with 
shooting, but when the government rests on 
circumstances, they, taken together, must be 
such as to exclude all other hypothesis before 
finding the defendant gullty. 

Each count is a charge and a verdict may be 
returned on each. 

It was Claimed that there was no testimony 
showing that votes were cast for Congressman.

You are the tribunal ap- 
pointed to investigate and present for trial 
such parties as from the testimony you have 
reason to believe are guilty of offenses against 
the United States. Hach one of you may bring to 
the attention of the Grand-jury any violations 
of the law of which you may have knowledge, 
but you will find it more convenient and pro- 
ductive of the best results in tne end if you 
simply follow the suggestions of the United 
States District Attorney, who will attend your 
sessions and investigate matters which he, as 
the representative of the Government 
shall call to your attention.

It requires the 
concurrence of twelve of your body to find an 
indictment, which the foreman, whether he be 
one of the twelve or not, will sign. Act with- 
out fear or favor, without malice. It is ex- 
pected of you that in your investigations you 
will seek to ascertain the truth, and if, from 
the testimony, you find thatany man has been 
guilty of an offense, it is your duty to present 
him for trial.

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PROMPT AND DECISIVE. 
THE ACTION OF wan aati LINE AGENTS 
RESPECTING COMMISSIONS TO AGENTS. 


Commissioner Pierson Thinks the No-Com- 
missions Roads Will Win—Pacifie Coast 
Competition—The Application of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad—Chicago & 
St. Louls Bailroad Election—Railroad 
News, 


New York, April 7.—The Times says: ‘‘The 
railroad war was waged merrily yesterday. 
The action of the general agents of the trunk 
lines in support of the resolution they had 
adopted at their meeting at Commissioner 
Fink’s office on Tuesday was prompt and de- 
cisive, That resolution was to the effect that 
no more through tickets would be sold to 
points on connecting lines which refused to 
give pledges notto pay commissions to agents, 
Practically it referred to certain Western 
rouds, and its meaning was specified by the 
circulars which the general agents of the 
trunk lines issued early yesterday morning. 
Whenever one of these documenta reached an 
office a number of tickets were turned to 
the wall.’’ The Grand Trunk, included in the 
list as first issued, was stricken off later in the 
day. During the afternoon the New York Cen- 
tral put on sale St. Paul tickets via the Chica~- 
go, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha road, and 
other trunk lines were expected to follow its 
example. Atthe main office of the Baltimore 
& Onio a reporter was told that tickets would 
be sold to any points, commissions or no 
commissions, and that the New York, Ontario 
& Western was said to take the same posi- 
tion. 

Commissioner Pierson received a great 
many telegrams yesterday. He said that it 
looked as if the no-commissions roads would 
win their fight before long. The position of 
the trunk lines, he explained, might be sum- 
marized in this wayin answer to the claim 
made by some of the Western roads, that to 
refuse to issue through tickets in certain 
cases was to violate the interstate commerce 
law’s provisions that the same facilities shall 
be given to all connecting lines. Selling 
through tickets involves a money responsi- 
bility in the fact of the roads selling 


the tickets. In cases of contracts involving a 
money responsibility, it is an underlying 
rrinciple of all law that the parties to the con- 
tracts can have something to say about the 
terms of the agreement. Where any connect- 
ing lines pay commissions, the trunk lines are 
put in danger of litigation from areduction in 
rates to which they are nota party, but for 
which they will be held responsible until they 
can show theirinnocence. If the Baltimore 
& Ohio had not yet joined hands with the 
other trunk lines, it was the rernit of some 
delay in receiving intimationsfrom the gen- 
aral passenger agent. 

Inquiries at the office of the Rock Isiand 
Road, one of the most important of the com- 
mission-paying lines, were answered with the 
statement thatthe company had not yet set- 
tled upon the course to pursue. Ove ot two 
things will have to be done. Either the Rook Is- 
land will have to give up commissions or else 

lacé a line of its tickets from 

hicago to places on its road on sale in its 
Eastern cities. The second course means a 
fight, and whether it will be taken or not will 
be settled to-night. A rumor that the Rock 
Island had made up its mind to fight, and had 
already shipped a batch of tickets to this 
city was current on the streetin the after- 
noon, but it was denied at the company’s 
headquarters,

PACIFIC COAST COMPETITION, 


Leland Stanferd Applies to the Interstate 
Commission for Information. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7.—The following 
correspondence fully explains itself: 
SAN FRANCISSO, Cal., April 4, 1887. 
Judge T. M. Cooley, Chairman: 


The question is before us, in competition 
with the Suez Canal route for bus with 
China and Japan, whether we can make com- 
peting prices through to Atlantic ports at less 
rates than local rates charged, say from San 
Francisco to New York, and the line from 
China and Japan being a continuous one in 
connection with the Central Pacific and Union 
Pacific Railways. The question is also before 
us of making, in 22 with Cape Horn 
and the Isthmus of nama, a rallroad rate 
that permits shipments between San Francisco 
and Atlantic ports, those rates m order to 
meet competition being necessarily lower for 
a longer distance than those charged for a 
shorter, and far below what would be areason- 
able rate for the service performed. We con- 
strue the fourth section of the interstate 
commerce act practically to be in sub- 
stance the application to interstate commerce 
of the common law principle that the shipper 
avail himself of competition, and that a less 
rate may be charged for a longer than a 
shorter distance providing more could not 
be obtained. if the right of competition is 
recognized as between the carrier and the 
shipper our carrying business will not 
be interrupted, but otherwise we shall 
be unable to com pete for the 
Chinese and Japanese trade with 
the Suez Canal and aleo unable to compete 
with the water routes by Panama and pe 
Horn for business originating in California. 
We await your construction.

KISSANE, THE MILLIONAIRE EX-FORGER, 
OVERWHELMED BY HIS EXPOSURE.

A Statement by a Member of His Family 
— The Published Disclosures of His Past. 
Record Alleged to Be the Work of Un- 
scrupulous Enemies — The Chemical 
Bank’s Action on the New York Indict- | 
ment Denounced as Blackmail — The 
Arkansas Indictments for Arson. 


NEw YORK, April 7.—A San Francisco special : 
to the WORLD says: W. Kissane Rogers, or W. 
K. Rogers as heis known here, the.criminal 
who is endeavoring to have an old indictment 
quashed in New York, is in hiding in this city. 
He has broken down under the weight of ac- 
cusations against him, and only a few of his 
most intimate friends know where he is. 
From one of . his relatives the 
WORLD correspondent has just obtained 
Rogers’ version of the story, with the 
assurance that it it came from his own lips it 
would be exactly the same. Rogers says that 
the Martha Washington case grew out of the 
refusal of the insurance companies to pay the 
insurance on the cargo of that vessel. The 
charges were trumped up against him and 
others, and the case was tried in the Ohio Cir- 
cult Court, a full report of which is given in 
volume 5, United States Circuit Court pro- 
ceedings, Ohio, pages 518 to 616. Having been 
acquitted by the jury without any 
testimony being offered for the defense, 
Rogers, or Kissane, as he acknowledges his 
name is, went to New York. He says that the 
enmity of persons whom he had beaten in the 
insurance case followed him there and that 
the alleged forged check was 

A PUT-UP JOB 
to send him to the penitentiary. He had no 
money for his defense, wasin a strange city, 
and was convicted. His friends afterward 
rallied and managed to get him pardoned. 
Ruined in pocket and reputation, he says 
he became reckless, and while in that 
mood joined the Walker expedition to Nicara- 
gua. The death which he sought did not 
come. He told his story to Walker, who sym- 
pathized with him, and later, In a pronuncla- 
mento announced that he had appointed Will- 
iam Kissane Rogers one of his ministers and 
aides-de-camp. Having thus been renamed 
in halt-legal form he has allowed himself to be 
known by that name ever since. Rogers 
says that his enemies have shown 
devilish ingenuity in publishing the 
stories against him. He says all the 
stories are based on a slight foundation of 
fact, but the whole truth, he says, has never 
been toid. He says it has been alleged that he 
was a murderer, or at all events had been 
charged with murder. This story was re- 
peated in Sonoma County by 
TWO ENEMIES. 

It wassought to work up public sentiment 
against him then on that account justasit is 
now. The truth is, he says, he was arrested 
in Ohio on a charge of murder, but the sequel 
is not mentioned and is studiously concealed 
by his enemies. The man who was said to have 
been murdered was named Lewis, and during 
Kissane’sexamination forthe alleged crime 
Mr. Lewis turned up safe and sound, having 
taken a trip down the Ohio River. Asto Gen. 
Dorr, Rogers claims he does not know the 
man, and never knew of his existence till re- 
cently. The alleged incendiarism charged 
against Rogers could not have been committed 
by him, as it took place long after he left that 
part of the country where it occurred. Dorr, 
so Rogers says, can have no shadow of a just 
claim against him, and he declares that he has 
no hesitation in saying, and his friends say 
with him, thatthe whole thing is a gigantic 
piece of blackmail.

THE CHARGE OF INCENDIARISM. 


The Arkansas Indictments Against Kis- 
sane Still in Force, 


HELENA, Ark., April 7.—Examination of the 
records of the court at this place in connection 
with the trial of Kissane and others for the 
burning of the steamer Martha Washington 
shows that Kissane is still under indictment 
for murder and arson. The steamer burned 
with the loss of sixteen lives, January 14, 1852, 
and it was considered as an unavoidable acci- 
dent till May, 1854, when Sidney C. Burton of 


Cincinnati had the Grand-jury indict Kis- 
sane, Lyman J. Cole and seven others on the 
charge of arson and murder. After several 
continuances, the cases against the seven 
were nolle prossed, but as Kissane and Cole 
were in a New York jail, on a charge of for-

bonds were declared forfeited

On the other hand it has been demon- 
strated that the only effect of the Union 
Labor movement, so far, is to promote 
Democratic defeats and Republican suc- 
cesses.

A HEAVY LAND-SLIDE. 

MONTE CARLO, April 7.—A heavy land-slide 
occurred here to-day. Immense masses of 
earth slid down, and now entirely block the 
railway and carriage road, Trains from Can- 
nes and Mentone, well laden with tourists, 
had marvelous escapes from destruction, get- 
ting over the tracks justin time to avoid an- 
nihilation. The land-fall is so great that 
it will stop all railway communication with 
Monte Carlo for at least twenty-four hours. 
The land-slide was undoubtedly the result of 
the shocks which the promontory received 
during the earthquakes, which began along 
the whole Riviera on the morning of Ash 
Wednesday. The first shock was the greatest 
inforce. It will be rememberedthat while al) 
the other towns in the Riviera were badly 
shattered by these earthquakes, Monte Carlo 
was pronounced entirely unaffected. Sci 
entists ascribe this to the solid rocky char- 
acter of Monaco’s formation. Refugees from 
all the other resorts flocked here. To-day’s 
vast land-slide, occurring as it did at a point 
where engineers a generation ago caused, as 
they thought, the complete removal of all un- 
stable projectiles or overhangings, and where 
for years the railway and highway travel has 
been very great, shows how violent the earth- 
quakes were, and that Monte Carlo, contrary 
to general opinion, was in reality badly 
shaken, although the population did not 
notice it.

NO GROUNDS FOR COMPLAINT. 

PARIS. April 7.—A semi-official note is pub- 
lished referring to report in circulation here 
that the French Government had demanded 
the recall of Col. Von Villaume, first military 
attache of the German Embassy here.

DECLINE OF SHIP-BUILDING. 

OTTawa, Ont., April 7.—The ship-building 
industry of the Dominion, which at one time 
was so extensively carried on, has so rapidly 
declined during the past few years as to lead 
to the belief that it will not be long before 
nearly every ship-yard in Canada will be 
closed. The trade and navigation returns of 
the Dominion for 1886, which will 
shortly de laid before Parliament, 
show that last year the agare- 
gate tonnage of vessels built in Canada was 
only 37,531 tons, against 57,486 tons in 1885, 
70,287 tons in 1884, and 188,098 tons ten years 
ago. The decline is apparent in every prov- 
ince. The tonnage registered in Canada and 
added tothe Dominion merchant fleet in 1886 
was 40,872, as compared with 65,962 tons in 1885, 
80,822 tons in 1884 and 204,002 tons ten 
years ago. This, of course, includes 
foreign-built vessel, which have been pur- 
chased by Canadians and have taken a 
Dominion register. While the returns af 
shipping built show a marked decline, the 
tonnage of vessels entered inward and out- 
ward at Canadian ports has but slightly fal- 
len off, thus indicating that the carrying 
trade of the Dominion is passing into the 
bands of British and foreign vessel- owners. 

FIRED ON A YANKEE. 

JOHNS, N. B., April 7.—News has reached 
here that the fishery cruiser Vigilant, when 
sailing out of Beaver Harbor afew days ago, 
sighted an American fishing vessel within the 
three-mile limit and evidently after bait. The

when a blank shot was fired. The chase was 
continued, but the American vessel soon gained 
the line and was safe. This is the first gun 
fired this season by a Canadian cruiser.

Lonpon, April “7.—(Copyright 1887.}—There 
has lately arrived in London a recently dis- 
missed member of the American State Depart- 
ment, who has created a great deal of ex- 
citement in Berlin, througu his having abused 
hia former official position to borrow money 
from the people whom he did not répay, and 
to draw drafts on banks where he had no ac- 
counts, Hig name, asit appeared upon the 
list of the consular clerks of the State De- 
partment, is William F. Tigiman. In Berlin, 
where be flourished for some time, his card 
bore the following inscription: ‘‘W. Percy 
Tigiman, Deputy and Vice-Consular-General 
of the United States of. America.’’ Tigiman 
comes from a good old American family. 
His grandmother was a widow of the 
late Dr. G. ©. Cox of Washington. 
It was doubtless through this family influence 
that he secured an appointment as one of the 
thirteen of the consular clerks who are re- 
movable by the President only, and for cause. 
His first assignment was Berlin, and he occu- 
pied adesk in the office of Mr. F. Raine of 
Baltimore, our present Consul -General in that 
city. Mr. Tigiman is of prepossessing ap- 
pearance, is a most plausible talker and, 
moreover, he is connected with a good Mary- 
land family. He soon won Mr. Raine’s friend- 
ship. Shortly after his arrival at Berlin Mr. 
Raine had occasion to go to St. Petersburg, 
and during bis absence made Tigiman deputy 
and acting Consul-General. This was the 
young man’s opportunity. He immediately 
blossomed out as a full-biown diplomate and 
had cards printed as described above. Owing 
to the great respect of the German public for 
official positions of all kinds, and to the gen- 
eral regard displayed towards the representa- 
tives of the United States, Tiglman soon 
opened up for himself a social and financial 
eareer which has resulted since in endless 
worry and annoyance to Oonsul-General 
Raine, and which has brought discredit upon 
the American name in Berlin. 


TIGLMAN’S DISMISSAL. 

About two months ago representations were 
made to the Consul-General, both by German 
and American citizens, of suchanature that 
he was compelled to report Tigimah’s misdo- 
ings to the department at Washington. It ap- 
pears that he had drawn a number of drafts on 
people in America which had been returned 
protested. He would then settle the protested 
drafts by drawing new ones, and in this way 
was getting along very well until his career 
was checked by his removal from of- 
fice. Dr, H. R. Bigelow indorsed one 
or two of these returned drafts, and 
only by good management saved himself 
from losing money. Dr. Sylvester, the lead- 
ing American dentist of Berlin, is out about 
$800, owing to his confidence in the deputy 
Consul-General. Tigiman drew several drafts 
upon the Secretary of the Treasury, the very 
form of which was enough to have aroused 
the suspicions of any one familiar at all with 
the way in which consular clerks are paid. 
None of our representatives are allowed to 
draw drafts direct upon the Treasury. Tigi- 
man very nearly succeeded in securing the 
affections of a young American heiress, who is 
the niece of a prominent lady of the American 
colony at Berlin, Atthe height of his social 
career Tigiman was presented at her house, 
where he soon succeeded in making himsoeif 
very popular. The young lady became inter- 
ested in him, and her aunt seriously con- 
sidered 

HIS PROPOGAL FOR HER HAND. 

It was just about this time that some of his 
protested drafts were returned, and a finan- 
cial friend of the lady in question, hearing of 
Tigiman’s proposal, went to the aunt and 
gave her the history of a portion of the young 
man’s Berlin career. The result was that he 
was forbidden the house. He has been since 
dismissed from the service of the State De- 
partment, but is still representing himself, 
however, as an agent of the Government. He 
visited the American Exchange in London yes- 
terday, and came very near getting a draft 
cashed. A gentieman, however, who was 
in the Exchange at the time and was famil- 
lar with his Berlin career, exposed him 
intime. Hethen disappeared; andit is not 
known in what direction he has gone. The 
act of Congress under which Tigiman became 
a consular clerk was passed in 1884. Persons 
in order to be appofnted to posts of that kind 
must pass through avery rigid examination. 
It would be interesting to find out how sucha 
man as Tigiman could have passed any kind 
of civil-service examination, for his education 
is very meagre. He cannot spell correctly, 
and is incapabie even of writing a letter in any 
correct form or phraseology.

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APPROACH OF THE NATIONAL CONVENTION 
* OF THE L. A. W. : 


A Thousand Oyclists to Visit St. Louls—A 
Day Parade of Hundreds ef Riders—A 
Big Banquet at the Lindell—Prograntme 
of the Mest— History of League of 
American Wheelmen—Subscriptions Be- 
ported. 


The first national convention to open the 
season at St. Louis will be that of the League 
of American Wheelmen, which will hold its 
annual session on Friday and Saturday, May 
2 and 21. Among wheelmen themselves 
this convention is generally called a 
meet, and is a time of social ro- 
union and cycling fraternization, It is 
always the occasion of gathering together 
hundreds of wheelmen from all over the 


country. 

The League of American Wheelman was or - 
ganized in May, 1880, ‘‘to ascertain, defend 
and protect the rights of wheelmen, as the 
constitution expresses it. Cyoling was then in 
its infancy and the League, or the L. A. W., as 
it is better known, advanced slowly, but as 
the sport grew in popularity, several 
members of the Association became engaged 
in legal fights over road rights, which the 
League took up and carried through success- 
fully. This made it recognized by wheelmen 
as their guardian, and the membership con- 
tinued to grow steadily until 1836, when it 
achieved wonderful success. Starting with 
5,000 members in the spring, it enrolled over 
10,000 by the end of the year, thus 
becoming the largest athletic organization, 
with a central government in America. 

THE ORGANIZATION. 

The League is made up of State organiza- 
tions galled divisions, which have their own 
State constitution and elect their officers. The 
head officer of each division is called a Chief 
Consul, who has one assistant for every —— 
members called a representative. The Chief 
Consuls and representatives of all the States go 
to form anational board of officers,which meets 
once a year and elects a president, vice-presi- 
dent, treasurer, editor of the official organ 
and the various committees, all of whom com- 
prise the central government. 

The membership provisions are very broad. 
Any amateur wheelman over 18 years of age, 
in good standing, may become a member ofthe 
League. The initiation fee is $1 and the annual 
dues, the same. On the Ist of March in each 
year renewals are due, and can be secured by 
sending to the secretary the $ldues. The ad- 
vantages of League membership are briefly 
that a wheelman through his League ticket se- 
cures certain transportation and hotel privil- 
eges in traveling, gets the Bulletin, the offi- 
cial organ, free every week. and is backed by 
the League in any legal controversy in which 
the wheelman is in the right. 

THE OFFICERS, 

The present officers of the League are Dr. N, 
M. Beckwith of New York City, President; T. 
J. Kirkpatrick of Springfield, O., Vice- Presi- 
dent; Sanford Lawton of Springfield, Mass., 
Treasurer, and Abbot Bassett of Boston, 
Mass. Secretary- -Editor. The officers of the 
Missouri Division are J. 8. Rogers, Chief Con- 


sul, and Arthur Young, T. W- Overall, George 
C. Oetersand W. M. Brewster, Representa- 
tives, who, besides a secretary and several 


committees, make up tbe State governing 
powers. The Missouri Division numbered last 
year 250 members. The renewals of the League 
up to March 1 were over 8,000, and it is ex- 
pected that a total of 12,000 members will be 
reached before the end of the year. 

CONDUCT OF THE MEET. 

The conduct of the annual meet ts in the 
hands of a general committee, com- 
posed of the chairmen of various sub- 
committees, each chairman being authorized 
to select two assistants. The committee is 
constituted as foilows: General chairman and 
treasurer, W. M. Brewster; secretary, L. J. 
Berger; reception, Edward Sells; finance, J.

THE CHANCES EVEN. 


SPECULATION ON THE RESULT OF THE 


GREAT GAMES. 


Anson Persuades a Sporting Man to Bet On 
the Chicagos—A Family of Famous Ball 
Players—The Old Marshalltown Club— 
The Game To-Morrow Gen. Paine’s 


New Yacht—Sperting Gossip. 


A well-known sporting man of this city 


called on Capt. Adrian C. Anson of the Chi- 
cago Club last evening at the Lindell Hotel 
and had a talk covering more than an hour’s 
time. Anson took the trouble of going into 
details about the strength of the new club and 
dwelling particularly upon the batting 
strength ofthe new men. ‘‘When I tell you 
that Sunday, Ryan and Sullivan are going 
to do as heavy batting this year as Dal- 
rymple, Gore and Keily did last year,’’ said 
the big fellow, ‘‘I’m giving it to you dead 
straight. I’m morally certain that the Chi- 
cagos will win two out of three of the games 
we are about to play, and the condition of our 
men will prove it to you if you take the trouble 
to look-into it for yourself.’’ 

Anson then took the sporting man and 
pointed out to him the young players whom 
he had not seen before. He dilated upon the 
pitching of Pyle, the catching of Daly, the 
batting and fielding of Sullivan, and the gen- 
erally prime condition of the playersas a 
whole. He then took the trouble to 
point out to the sporting man the 
weakness of the Browns in the box, 
the poor condition of Oaruthers and the 
error column ofthe clubin yesterday’s game 
and. summarizing these various arguments, 
asked the sporting man how it was possible 
for the Browns to win. The result of this talk 
was that the sporting man went immediately 
and placed $2500n the Chicagos winning the 
game to-day. This sum was bet even 
and the sporting man said to-day: ‘‘I 
didn’t like to bet against the home team, 
but Anson’s arguments were so strong and he 
was so very confident of winning, that Ididn’t 
see my way out of it. Notwith- 
standing the fact that there is considerable 


favor shown to the Chicagos in the little bet- 
ting that I’ve been able to see, I haven’t 
seen odds given one way or the other. The 
sentiment is not as strong as it was in the fall 
when both cities were on fire over the games, 
and there was some reason to believe that one 
or the other club would show up particularly 
strong. Now thereisn’tan old-timer in the 
city who would feel safe in calling the result 
ofthe games, and the arguments on both 
sides are pretty strong. St. Louis people will 
not bet unless there is something big to bet 


upon. 
THINKS THEM GREAT. 

Burns, the Chicago third baseman, is one of 
the Windy City team who thinks that the 
Browns are a good ball team. ‘‘In my opin- 
jon,’’ said he, to-day, the champions of the 
Association are one of the strongest all- 
around clubs in the worid and that the best 
team in the country need not be ashamed to 
be beaten by them.

A BASE BALL FAMILY. 

There was a name signed on the register at 
the Lindell Hotel this morning which will 
awaken many ‘‘old associations’’ in the minds 
of those who remember the time when first 
bounce was out. The inscription was as 
follows: H. Anson, Marshalltown, IO.“ 
The H' stands for Henry, or Hank, as 
he is more familiarly known in the district 
from which he comes, and he is, as his name 
might lead one to imagine, a relative 
of the. famous man who wields the 
destinies ofthe Chicago Club. ‘‘Hank’’ An- 
son is Adrian’s father and is a venerable gray- 
bearded man now nearly 60 years of age. He 
has come down from the Prohibition State es- 

ecially to see his celebrated son steer the 

Vhite Stockings on to victory (or defeat) and 
he is well able to appreciate a good game of 
base ball, for was he nota great wpe him- 
self, once upon a time? hat he 
was, and he was the first one, 
too, to teach the now famous 
first baseman to wield a little bat with his tiny 
hands, when Anson’s hands were tiny, and 
that was a long time ago. In the goodold days 
Marshalitown had a ball club, which was 
known to a more or less limited fame as 
„„The Marshalitowns.’’ At one time in 
its history the club had in its 
ranks three great players. Hank Anson, 
who guarded the rock which has since been 
called third bag; Adrian C. Anson, who 
made double plays atsecond, and Adrian’s 
brother, who retired men at regular intervals 
on first. This was the representation of the 
Anson family onthe ball field anditis said 
that they were well represented. Old legends 
now out of print haveitthatin those days 
Adrian was a tall, ungainly, ‘‘countryfied’’ 
sort of a fellow, with angular bones and 
long, flowing, curly, flaxen hair that streamed 
down his broad shoulders and floated grace- 
fully in the wind as he ran bases or made 
desperate efforts to hit the bail far out in the 
field. These same legends also have it that 
Anson scorned to wear shoes and took no 
heed of broken glass or slag on the base paths. 
These stories are denied by Anson as ma- 
licious, but his denial has never put a stop to 
their circulation. By degrees Anson became 
widely known, until he had reached 
the aeme of fame as the cap- 
tain of the great pennant winners. 
Old Mr. Anson takes great pride in his son, 
and claims that half his greatness is really 
dueto his own teaching and the noble ex- 
ample which the Captain has emulated so 
well. Mr. Anson is now in the brick and clay- 
pipe business in Iowa and has become rich 
and influential since he threw to his son from 
third to first. 

A KIND CAPTAIN. 

With one or two exceptions, Anson is a 
great favorite with the Chicagos, especially 
with the young players. These latter havea 
great respectand admiration for their chief, 
and to win his approval and good will is their 
foremost endeavor. When off the ball field 
Anson is kind and gentle with all of them: 
kinder and gentler though when they play 
good ball, but strict and stern when 
things are going the wrong way 
with the club. He treats us all alike, said 
one of the young bloods to-day. ‘‘He is 
familiar now with me andthen with another 
and makes no favorite ofany. The best way 
to win his regard is to play your position well 
and the best way to lose itis to play it badly. 
When he is once your friend he’ll do anything 
in his power to help you, but when 
he is your enemy, well, good bye.’’ 

NO RELATION. 

Pitcher Baldwin, who accomplished such 
great feats in the Northwest last year, and is 
regarded as one of the coming men on the 
Chicagos, is quite a handsome,as well asa 
strong and strapping young man. At close 
range he resembies ‘‘Kid’’ Baldwin some- 
what, but still is in no way connected with that 
very voluble player. ‘*There are three Bald - 
wins in the big associations,’’ said he to-day, 
„myself, Charley Baldwin or ‘Lady’ Baldwin 
of the Detroite and Kid Baldwin of the Cincin- 
natis. [am connected with neither the one 
nor the other. Kags, Baldwin is from Lan- 
sing, Mich., while come from Pittsburg. 
Pittsburg is a great town for ball 2 and 
has p uced some good ones.

EXCITEMENT IN NEW YORK. 


Gen. Paine’s Scheme Acts as a Bomb Among 
' the Yachtsmen. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

NEW YORK, April 7.—The news from Boston 
that Gen. Paine intended to build a new sloop 
to meet the Thistle did not cause any great 
amount of surprise at the New York Yacht 
Club last night. Several of the members who 
dropped in late in the evening had not heard 
of it, but they smiled and remarked Gen. 
Paine was possessed of a large amount of what 


is commonly described as ‘‘sporting blood.’’ 
The news first reached the club in the shape 
of a dispatch from a Boston gentieman deep 
in the councils of Gen. Paine, and Mr. Burgess 
tu Niels Olsen, steward ofthe club. The dis- 
patch said that Gen. Paine would build a 
steel rete + eighty-five feet on the water: line 
and that the builders would be Pusey & Jones 
of Wilmington, Del. This news was the 
theme of discussion at the club-house during 
the evening and it was conceded at once that 
she was designed to meet the Thistle. A num- 
ber of circumstances, apparently small in 
themselves, when combined indicate that 
Gen. Paine 's determination is notasudden one. 
Several months ago when a Boston paper pub- 
lished what was said to be a working plan of 
the Thistle, but which subsequently proved to 
be nothing of the sort, Mr. Burgess cabled to 
Mr. Watson, designer of the Thistie, asking 
for the water-line length of the new catter. 
This Mr. Watson declined to give. 
The deep interest in the Scotch boat evinced 
by Gen. Paine and Mr. Burgess at that time 
indicates that they were considering the ad- 
visability of preparing an antagonist for her. 
Subsequently from Boston came the announce- 
ment that Gen. Paine was negotiating with 
Dr. J. C. Barron of this city for the sale of 
the Mayflower. Close upon the heels ot this 
announcement Gen. Paine and Mr. Burgess 
came to New York. They were seen at the 
time. as was Dr. Barron, by a POST- DISPATCH 
correspondent. Dr. Barron denied that there 
was any truth in the story that he had bought 
the Mayflower as had been stated. Gen. Paine 
said he had not sold the sloop, but intimated 
that she was on the market. It was stated 
last night that Gen. Paine and Mr. Burgess 
had a conference with Dr. Barron. They 
wanted $20,000 for the Mayflower and Dr. Bar- 
ron was willingto give $17,500. These figures 
had been reached in correspondence and the 
conference was for the purpose of arriving at 
an agreement. It was said by some vachts- 
men last night that it looked asif Dr. Barron 
and Gen. Paine had agreed to split the differ- 
ence and the sale had finally been effected. It 
would not surprise any yachtsmen if the May- 
flower’s real owner remained Incognito during 
the coming summer. It was not certain yet 
that she would go to Europe, but it was 
known that Dr. Barron was going. ‘‘Gen. 
Paine,’’ said one old salt, ‘‘is not the man to 
own.two big sloops at once.“ 

The story that he intended to build a new 
steel sloop was looked upon as a clincher in 
in the arguments in favor of the whole sup- 
position. It was accepted as circumstantial 
evidence that he had parted company with the 
Mayflower. ‘‘I know,’’ said one of the 
yachtsmen, ‘‘that he is not paying any atten- 
tion to the Mayflower at present. She is in the 
hands of Mr. Burgess and he is making the 
arrangements for the trip abroad. 

As for the proposed new boat the announce- 
ment in regard to her was something in the 
nature of a bombinthe New Yorkcamp. There 
has been more or less apathy about the de- 
fense of the America’s cup. Efforts have been 
made to start a syndicate to build a new sloop 
and one aspiring designer has submitted a 
model for a vessel 102 feet over all; but no one 
has so far offered to take any stock in the en- 
terprise. The old boats were believed 
to be good neues. and with 
singular unanimity loca achtsmen have 
begun to sit in silent admiration in front of the 
model of the Puritan which hangs below 
those ofthe Mayflower and Galatea in the 
New York Yacht Club’s. model-room. Gen. 
Paine’s 4 and sportsman-like move- 
ment will, it was thought, at least puta stop- 
per on further attempts to organize a syndic- 
ate, and Boston will again in all probability 
have the honor of defending the America’s 
cup. 


Description of the New Yacht. 


By Telegraph to the POsST-DISPATCH. 

Boston, April 7.—Gen. Charles J. Paine, 
owner of the yacht Mayflower, has decided to 
build a steel center-board yacht about the 
size of the Mayflower to defend the American 
cup. She will be smooth-seamed both above 


and below the water line. Mr. Edward Bur- 
1 who is now at work on her lines, said to- 
ay: 
“She is to be built at Pusey & Jones’ 
Works, Wilmington, Del. The contract was 
sent to the firm yesterday, and the work will 
be begun at once, Part of the plating is now 
ready. Mr. Pusey was in Boston 
two days ago and the details were 
agreed upon. The plating will be steel av- 
eraging five sixteenths and one fourth of an 
inch. The craft will be 86 feet in length on the 
water line-and and will be a much stiffer boat 
than the Puritan. Both the Thistle and the 
unborn and, as yet nameless sloop, will have 
overhanging sterns. The difference in sail 
area, which has been noticeable in recent con- 
tests, will not appear; orif it does it will be 
slightly in favor of the challenger this time. 
As the Thistle is 8 feet on the water-line the 
new boat will be slightly the longer, though 
her length will not exceed 86 feet She will be 
slightly narrower than the Mayflower, so 
she will have a beam of about 2 feet 
to compare with the 20 feet of her 
opponent. The new yacht will carry about the 
same spread as the Mayflower. Gen. Paine 
believes that the limit of the size of sails has 
been about reached in the Mayflower and 
does not wish to add much forfear of getting 
an unwieldy craft. The Thistle will doubtless 
need larger sails than the new American boat 
will need to give a slight allowance on ac- 
count of her — 15 increase in length, but she 
will possibly get some allowance by reason of 
the larger sail spread of her rival. Gen. 
Paine believes that greater ultimate speed 
can be attained with narrower beam than has 
been formerly employed.

Interesting Papers Read Before the Amer 
ican Society of Civil Engineers. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATcH. 

NEw YorK, April 7.—The American Society 
of Civil Engineers talked guns last night at 
their club house, 127 East Twenty-third street. 
All the talk was based on a paper read a month 
ago by William Metcalf on ‘‘Steel; Its Proper- 
ties and Its Uses in Structures and in Heavy 
Guns.’’ Lieut. W. H. Jacques of the United 
States Navy criticised Mr. Metcalf’s advocacy 
of the German system and closed in this way: 

I the Government is to offer prizes for the 
most efficient ordnance, the field should be un- 
restricted, except by conditions of efficiency. 
It would not be a difficult task for artillerists 
to lay down rules which would insure a 
thorough comparison of weight, economy, 
energy, penetration, etc., but let this compe- 
tition be open to the world, the guns to be 
made at the competitor’s expense, the Gov- 
ernment paying a handsome reward tothe 
successful one only. The proposal of the 
Bethleham Iron Company just made, describ- 
ing the inauguration of a plant for the manu- 
facture of modern steel gun forgings and solid 
steel armor, so long in advance of any positive 
inducement or guarantee from the Govern- 
ment that even a single contract will be 
awarded them, is a powerful indorsement of 
the decision reached so long ago by the Civil 
Bureau of Ordnance that forged steel built-up 
guns were the best and solid steel armor the 
most efficient. Icannot understand why the 
Pittsburg manufacturers, who have urged the 


use of cast guns, have not made them at their 
own expense and risk, if such guns can be 
made so cheaply and are so sure of success. 
Whitworth and Krupp and Schneider have 
succeeded because they have heeded the laws 
that a long experimenting has provided, be- 
cause they understand the benefits of anneal- 
ing and of the controlling power of heat and 
they build up guns because they have acquired 
methods of performance which are both scien 
tific and mechanical. 
DR. GATLING’S OPINION. 

Dr. H. J. Gatling, he who invented the 
Gatling gun, had this to say among other 
things: Steel for gun construction should 
de neither too hard nor too soft, and should 
have the combined qualities of toughness, 


made from the most carefully selected ma- 
terialand should not be over-heated. Gun 
steei should not be hammered, for the reason 
that when large ingots are placed under 
the hammer the biows of the hammer 
will harden and condense the parts of 
the steel struck, and in a measure render 
them as metal, less uniform in texture, and it 
may be doubtful if the best system of temper- 
ing and annealing will bring it back to a 
homogenous state. Hard steel which con- 
tains a large percentage of carbon, if used in 
gun construction, should be heated and an- 
nealed with the greatest possible care, and it 
often happens, after undergoing the most 
careful treatment, it will be left under internal 
strain and will be liable to crack or break 
when subjected to sudden shocks or vio- 
lent and repeated strains. Hence, I think a 
milder, tough stee! of good quality, that is 
uniform in texture and possessing a high 
limit of elasticity, will be the best mate- 
rial for gun construction. At all events, 
uns made of such mild steel will not be so 
iable to burst and, consequently, will be 
safer to the men using them than guns made 
of harder and higher grades of steel. It 
should be remembered thatthe best qualities 
of steel of any kind can be made worthless 
for gun uses by overheating and overanneal- 
ing. I agree with Mr. Metcalf that heavy 
guns of great power, especially for fort use, 
can be castofa good grade of steel on the 
Rodman principle that will havea great elas- 
ticity and springing power to resist abra- 
sion, combined with high strength and 
power to offer uniform resistance 
in every direction to all the strains 
to which they might de subjected. 
Such guns would be good for service ashore 
or afloat, would be cheaper than built guns 
for naval use and can be made on the built- 
up plan have more power in proportion 
to their weight than steel-cast guns. It would 
be well for such guns to be made regardless 
of the cost, but in these days of economy it 
would be wise to have guns of mild steel for 
fort use, cast on the Rodman principle which 
would be equal in power and effectiveness to 
any inthe world. Steel-cast guns for fort use 
could be made of greater weight than guns for 
naval service.’’
